A well-known American architect discusses 
his theory on the relation of design to the 
biological and psychological needs of the hu- 
man beings for whose use any commodity, 
structure, or community is planned. He shows 
how the conception of good architectural de- 
sign which prevails at any given period re- 
flects the degree to which man is able to pro- 
vide for his physical needs at that period; it 
also indicates the physical and psychological 
threats to his security. The author feels that 
design, like other aspects of present day civ- 
lization, manifests cultural lag, and that 
buildings and communities that favor survival 
of the human being as organism and person- 
Jity must be planned by persons who com- 
bine technical knowledge with the scientific 
attitude and idealistic motivations. 


Overstreet, Harry Allen and Overstreet, 
Bonaro. The mind alive. Norton, $3.75.

The authors of The mature mind (BOOKLIST 
45:381, JL 15 49) and succeeding books in the 
same vein continue their study of the matur- 
ing process with this discussion of the lessons 
to be learned by observing psychotherapy at 
work. They note that the emotionally dis- 
turbed person is one who overreacts to stimu- 
li; by studying his exaggerated reactions one 
can see, as it were, a larger-than-life exam- 
ple of the human mind in action; by continu- 
ing to study the patient under psychotherapy, 
one can also observe the attitudes and meth- 
ods that result in mature, or controlled, be- 
havior. Going beyond the individual, the 
authors extend the application of their thesis 


to the conflict between communism and de- 
mocracy. 


Walters, Anne Buck and Marugg, Jim. Be- 
yond endurance.

The graphic description of a man’s battle with 
the most virulent form of polio and his long, 
slow convalescence. Full tribute is paid not 
mly to the skill and personal interest of

perts, but also to the love and devotion of his 
wife, and the loyalty and encouragement of 
his friends and business associates. Emphasis 
is also laid on the will power and courage re- 
quired of the patient. Comparable in inspira- 
tional power to Bruckner’s Triumph of love 
listed in this issue.

Big, ugly Gertie Nevels, a whittlin’ woman 
with the soul of an artist and an intuitive 
understanding of genuine values, knew that 
she and her family belonged in the Kentucky 
hills, but she had the timidity often found 
in gentle giants, and so failed to take a stand 
when her husband Clovis summoned his fami- 
ly to the squalid wartime housing project in 
Detroit. Clovis and two of the elder children 
adjusted to the shoddy urban life with enthu- 
siasm, but Reuben ran away, small Cassie died 
tragically, and Gertie, feeling that she had be- 
trayed her family to their several fates 
through her own faint-heartedness, accepted 
the fate of a Judas and committed symbolical 
suicide by abandoning creative work for the 
mass production of gimcrack toys. An intense- 
ly moving story of very real people.

As if this were a fairy tale, the ghosts of his 
forebears gather at the birth of Louis XI of 
France to endow him with fateful gifts; he 
will excel as a general, diplomat, statesman, 
financier, codifier of laws, and patron of the 
arts and sciences, he will break the power of 
feudalism and thus bring peace and order to 
his kingdom—but he will also be an epileptic. 
Even the epilepsy becomes an asset in its way, 
because it forces Louis to live an exemplary 
life for a ruler of his times, and causes him to 
develop his manifold good gifts in compensa- 
tion. A long, detailed, sympathetic, and ab- 
sorbing portrait of Louis the man and the 
king, clear as to contemporary issues, and 
containing no more lechery and sensation than 
necessary to depict the times with accuracy.

An attractive pamphlet about children’s serv- 
ice by an experienced children’s librarian and 
teacher of this segment of the library pro- 
fession. Early beginnings are sketched; the 
philosophy of children’s librarianship in rela- 
tion to contemporary thought about the child 
in the community is emphasized. The chap- 
ters on book selection and guidance, the par- 
ticular role of the public versus the school li- 
brary, and the problems of special training 
will interest library trustees and heads of li- 
brary schools as well as the administrators, 
experienced children’s librarians, and library 
school students of graduate standing to whom 
the work is addressed. This thoughtful review 
does not replace the more comprehensive 
Power’s Work with children in public librar- 
ies (Bookuist 40:17, S 43) but will stimulate 
reappraisal.

Full page illustrations in color of 400 wild 
flowers of the U.S. and Canada; a few conifers 
are included. Descriptive notes point out the 
structure, appearance, habitat, and distin- 
guishing features of each species. Arrange- 
ment of plates is by families; the descriptive 
notes are grouped together preceding the 
plates and are keyed to the plates but the 
index refers only to the notes. Reproduction 
in some of the plates seems faint and dull; a 
few illustrations, however, are noticeably 
clearer and brighter than illustrations of the 
same flowers in the Johnston book above. 
One feature in this book is the indication of 
the place at which the specimen illustrated 
was found. The majority of the illustrations 
are taken from a portfolio set of paintings 
by Mary Vaux Walcott, published 25 years 
ago by the Smithsonian Institution in an ex- 
pensive limited edition with the title North 
American wild flowers.

A topically arranged non-denominational col- 
lection of hymns arranged for family singing 
and informal worship which, bringing togeth- 
er selections from all parts of the world, em- 
phasizes modern times. Many of the modern 
hymns were composed by the editors them- 
selves. First tested on a panel of children, this 
well-indexed hymnal is more portable and 
less expensive than Leiper and Simon’s A 
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treasury of hymns (Booxkuist 50:200, Ja 15 
54); it contains, however, fewer familiar and 
traditional hymns, and is less attractively il- 
lustrated. Although biographical and historical 
notes are not included, the indexes of meters, 
tunes, first lines, composers, authors, trans- 
lators, and sources make it a useful reference 
source for the small library.
